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EXECUTIYE PROCLAMATION. 



Wheeeas, During the present year, Yellow Fever, in epidemic 
form, has again scoarged Memphis, entailing great loss of life, de- 
stroying capital, paralyzing trade, and seriously impairing the gen- 
eral prosperity, and imperiling the public health of the entire Stste ; 
and 

Whebeas, Medical and sanitary experts of the highest stand- 
ing, after a personal inspection, have reported officially to the loeal 
government of Memphis that certain sanitary improvements are 
essentially necessary to exempt Memphis from a return of the pes- 
tilence; and 

Whereas, By an Act of the Legislature, approved January 
Slst, 1879, the Charter of Memphis was repealed; and 

Whereas, It is further provided in said Act tha^ all power of 
taxation in any form whatever theretofore vested in the municipal 
government of Memphis, " is forever withdrawn and reserved to 
the Legislature;^' and 

Whereas, By an Act of the Legislature, approved the 31st of 
January, 1879, and amended by an Act approved March 13th, 
1879, an annual tax of 50 cents on the $100 was levied upon all 
taxable property within the territorial limits of the extinct corpora- 
tion of the City of Memphis, and also, a tax on privileges equal to 
one-half of the tax imposed on privileges for State purpose, " for 
the repair and paving of streets and bridges, and construction of 
fiewers, drains and sanitary purposes;" and. 

Whereas, It has been reported to me by the local government 
of Memphis that the amount of the tax so levied is inadequate to 
defray the expenses of the sanitary improvements declared to be 
necessary to protect Mempois against a return of Yellow Fever, 
and alleging that it will require an additional levy of not exceeding 
one per cent, on the $100, to be levied and paid on the 1st of Feb- 



roary^ 1880, and one per cent, on the $100, to be levied and paid 
on the 1st of December, 1880 ; and 

Whereas, There are other subjects of legislation affecting the- 
public interests requiring legislation. 

Now, therefore, by virtue, of the power and authority in me- 
vested by Section 9 of Article III of the Constitution of the State^ 
I, Albert 8. Marks, Governor of the State of Tennessee, do, by this 
Proclamation, convene the General Assembly of Tennessee in Ex- 
traordinary Session, in the Capitol, at Nashville, on Tuesday, the- 
16th day of December, 1879, at the hour of 12 o^clock, m., and* 
when assembled, they will enter upon the following Legislative 
business, to wit : 

1st. To so amend an Act passed March 12th, 1879, and approved' 
March 13th, 1879, entitled, "An Act to amend An Act, entitled 
An Act to establish Taxing Districts in this State, and to provide- 
the means of local government for the same," passed January 29th, 
1879, and approved January 31st, 1879, as to levy an additional* 
tax, not exceeding one per cent, upon the $100, upon all the prop- 
erty in the territorial limits of the extinct corporation of the city 
of Memphis, to be paid on the 1st day of February, 1880, and to 
be expended in the territorial limits of the extinct corporation of 
the city of Memphis, " for the repair and paving of the streets and 
bridges, and construction of sewers, drains, and sanitary purposes;'^ 
and an additional levy of not exceeding one per cent, on the $100, 
for the same purposes, to be paid on the 1st day of December, 1880. 

2nd. If necessary for the sanitary improvement of said city, to 
increase the tax on privileges within the limits of said extinct cor- 
poration, not to exceed the ratio of increase of the tax on property.. 

3d. To clothe the local government of Memphis with appro- 
priate powers to enable it to construct the necessary sanitary im- 
provements. 

4th. To clothe the local government of Memphis with the further 
power to fix maximum water rates with water companies for the 
supply of the city and its inhabitants with water. 

5th. To amend the charter of any one or more of the cities or 
towns in the State, where such amendment is necessary, to enable 
such city or town to enforce proper sanitary regulations, and if 
necessary for that purpose to enlarge or restrict the territorial limits 
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of any city or town, but no amendment to be madaaathorizing the 
•<;reation of a public debt by any such city or town. 

6th. To so amend sections 4849^ 4850 and 4851 of the Code of 
Tennessee as to make the crimes of ^' violating graves and dead 
bodies^' felonies instead of misdemeanors. 

7th. To enact such legislation as may be necessary^ to enable the 
Memphis, Paducah and Northern Railroad Company to raise the 
^means necessary for the construction and equipment of its road.

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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 



Grentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

At your last regular session the charter of the city of Memphis 
was repealed^ and a local government for its inhabitants provided. 
The reasons which prompted you to repeal its charter compelled you 
to withhold from the new government the faculty of taxation. To 
supply the necessary means for its support^ a special t^^ amply ad- 
equate for ordinary municipal purposes, was levied, and the local 
government charged with its disbursement, which trust it has dis- 
charged with unusual fidelity. 

The appearance of yellow fever at Memphis, in 1878, was be- 
lieved to be no more than an accidental visitation, but its recur- 
rence in 1879 indicates the possibility of its permanent domestica- 
tion. This possibility suggests consequences of the most interesting 
character, both to Memphis and to the State, and while this possible 
danger continues, whether the danger is imminent or remote, it is 
an obvious duty imposed both by policy and humanity to employ 
all proper means to remove it. It is, apparent that if Memphis can 
not have immunity from yellow fever, she must surrender her vast 
commerce to her enterprising rivals, and when lost it will be diffi- 
cult to regain. Such a result would prove a serious blow to the 
State, since the rapidly augmenting wealth of Memphis, drawn 
mainly from her commerce from other States, is one of the most 
fruitful sources of revenue to the State. 

Upon other obvious grounds, the entire State is profoundly in- 
terested in exempting Memphis from a return of yellow fever. It 
is an ascertained fact that when yellow fever prevails in Memphis, 
other cities and towns in the State are endangered, and when the 
fever assails them, a great loss of life ensues, and if they escape it 
the fear of its approach paralyzes every branch of business. 
Prompted by the gravity of the interests involve4,JJl<^ JocaJ gov- 
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ernment of Memphis, in conjunction with a committee raised by a 
mass meeting of citizens by a formal petition, which is herewith 
presented for your information, requested the Executive to convene 
you in extraordinary session, to the end that Memphis be afforded 
an opportunity to protect herself. 

Believing the emergency justified it, and regarding the desired 
legislation as proper, the prayer of the petititioners was therefore 
granted. The legislation asked for, as will be seen from the peti- 
tion, involves no new principle. At your last session you levied a 
similar tax, and since that time our Supreme Court has declared the 
law to be constitutional. 

In addition to this legislatian it will be proper to clothe the 
local government of Memphis with such additional powers as may 
be necessary for the construction of the proposed sanitary improve- 
ments, and also the power to stipulate water rates for the city and 
its inhabitanj^. 

The Executive has been advised by the Mayor and the Sanitary 
Board of the city of Nashville, that further legislation is necessary 
to enable the municipal authorities of this city to place it in proper 
sanitary condition, and fof the purpose of securing such legislation 
the matter was embraced in the Executive proclamation, and is now 
called to your attention. 

The mild punishment inflicted by our laws for " violating graves 
and dead bodies," has made the graveyards of our State the source 
of supply of dead bodies for scientific purposes, not only in the 
medical colleges of this State, but also the medical colleges of other 
States, where the penalties for such offenses are more severe. This 
inhuman traffic will continue to increase until it is restrained by 
penalties adequate to the offense. This subject is, therefore, called 
to your attention. 

The attention of the Executive was called to the fact that it is ft 
matter of importance to the several counties in West Tennessee 
through which the Memphis, Paducah and Northern Railroad is 
located, that such legislation be had as may be necessary to enable 
the company owning the road to raise the means for its completion 
and equipment. The subject is submitted to you for such legisla- 
tion as you may deem appropriate.

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The following is the petition referred to by the Governor in his 
message : 

Memphis, Tenn., Dec. 3, 1879. 
To His Excellencyy Governor A, S. Marks, Nashmlle, Tenn.: 

The undersigned citizens of Memphis, including members of the 
I^egislative Council of the Taxing District, would respectfully state^ 
that in view of recent epidemics in our city, and a general desire to 
improve the sanitary condition, and, if possible, avert future epi- 
demics, and promote the general health a mass-meeting, duly ad- 
vertised in the city press, was held on the bluflF, on the evening of 
the 15th ult. The meeting was large in numbers, and represented 
all the substantial classes and the general sense of the community. 
Addresses were made by Dr. Bell, of New York, an eminent sani- 
tarian, and a member of the National Board of Health, and by a 
number of our own citizens. A committee, appointed by the chair- 
man, submitted the following report, which was ad9pted without 
objection : 

Resolved by the people of Memphis, in Mass-meeting assembled. 
That we respectfully, but most earnestly, appeal to his Excellency, 
the Governor, to call together, at the earliest practical moment, the 
Legislature of the State, for the purpose of enacting such laws as 
will enable us to carry into operation those measures of sanitary re- 
form which may be practicable and most conducive to the future 
good health of our city ; be it 

Resolved further, That we do not regard such legislation as local 
in its character, but as in the largest sense aflFecting the property, 
happiness and lives of all the citizens of the commonwealth, and 
we therefore appeal to them by every tie of kinship, sentiment of 
humanity, and feeling of common interest, to join with us in invok- 
ing a call of the General Assembly in special session, for the pur- 
pose aforesaid.

CHAPTER I. 



An Act to amend An Act passed March 10th, 1879, entitled "An 
Act to establish taxing districts in the State, and to provide 
local government for the same," passed January 29, 1879. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the f^aie of Tennessee, That section three (3) of an Act 
passed March 10, 1879, entitled "An Act to amend an 
Act entitled an Act to establish taxing districts in the 
State, and to provide the means of local government for 
the same,'' passed Jan. 29, 1879, be and the same is here- 
by amended as follows : In addition to the taxes named ^Tax of 2 per 
and levied in said Sec. 3, a tax of two (2) per cent, is ^^*- ^®^®'*- 
hereby levied on all the taxable property named in said 
section, and subject to taxation in the territorial limits of 
the extinct corporations, or taxing districts, referred to 
in said section, and an additional privilege tax for and 
and during the year 1880 only, of 50 per cent., or an in- 
crease of one-half, is hereby levied on all the privileges 
embraced in sections 7 and 8 of said Act, for the special Priviiage ux

inhabitants thereof; Provided, that any contract or agree- 
ment with said water- works company, to be dissoluble by 
the Taxing District on giving six months notice. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That any person, asso- 
ciation or company, engaged in the business of emptying 
and cleaning out privy vaults, shall pay for the use of riax for use of 
the dumps furnished by the taxing districts, a monthly d*"^P' 
tax of two dollars for each wagon, cart or dray, used in 
said business.

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CHAPTER II. 

An Act to repeal the Charter of the city of Edgefield , and ex- 
tend the boundaries of the city of Nashville for the im- 
provement of her sanitary condition. 

Whereas, The cities of Nashville and Edgefield, sit- 
uated in Davidson county, two separate and distinct ma- 
nicipalities, lie contiguous to eacl^ other, each maintain- 
ing a government of its own; and 

Whereas, A union between the two cities upon a 
just and equitable basis would be productive of the ma 
terial prosperity of both, and conducive of the publia 
health by the convenience and better facilities afferded 
for the enforcement of proper sanitary rules and regular 
tions; and 

Whereas, There is certain low, marshy land and 
ponds of water both within and adjacent to the corporate 
limits of the said city of Edgefield, which, during cer- 
tain seasons of the year, are productive of malarial and 
other disease injurious to the health of the citizens of 
both Edgefield and Nashville : therefore. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 

the State of Tennessee, That the charter of the town of 

Charter of E^g®fi®ld; incorporated under the Code of Tennessee, on 

pelSedf"^ »«-the day of April, 1868, by the County Court of 

Davidson County, together with the several Acts of the 
General Assembly of the State amendatory thereof, to 
wit: An Act entitled '^An Act to amend the charter of 
the town of Edgefield, in the county of Davidson, incor- 
porated under the Code of Tennessee, and for other pur- 
poses,^' chapter 72, sections 1 to 19 inclusive, passed 
February 26, 1870; also an Act entitled "An Act grant- 
ing to the town of Mason an additional Justice of the 
Peace, and for other purposes,^' chapter 118, section 8 to 
10 inclusive, passed March 3, 1870; also an Act entitled 
"An Act to enlarge the boundaries of the town of Edge- 
field, Tennessee," passed March 22, 1879; also An Act en- 
titled "An Act to amend the charter of the town of Edge- 
field, in the county of Davidson, incorporated under the 
Code of Tennessee, and amended by an Act of the General 
Assembly of the State of Tennessee, passed February 20, 
1870, chapter 250, and passed March 31, 1879. All the 
above mentioned Acts and parts of Acts, in so far as 
hey relate to or affect the incorporation of the town or 
city of Edgefield, and no further, and not otherwise, bo, 
and the same are hereby repealed ; and all offices ere- 
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ated and held under and by virtue of said Acts relating 
to said Edgefield are abolished ; Provided, that this Act offices al><d- 
shall not be so construed as to impair the obligation of *8^®^* 
any existing contract in which the said corporation has 
heretofore entered. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enaetedy That the boundary lines 
of the city of Nashville be and the same are hereby ex- 
tended as follows, to wit : Beginning at a point in the New ^o|^i^^- 
center of the Cumberland riVer, where Church or Tenth vUie.^'^ ** 
street in Edgefield, extended, would intersect said river; 
thence northwardly with the line of said Church or 
Tenth street, extended, to the Gallatin pike or Main 
street ; thence west with said Main street to the east line 
of Brown or South Eighth street ; thence north with said 
Brown street to Marino street; thence with Marino 
street and the same line continued to Cowan avenue; 
thence with Cowan avenue to Dickerson street; thence 
with Dickerson street to Oldham street ; thence with Old- 
ham street to the center of the Cumberland river, inter- 
secting the east line of the corporation of Nashville, and 
the said territory is hereby made part and parcel of the 
territory of the city of Nashville. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the annexation of 
the territory of the city of Edgefield to the city of Nash- 
ville, by this Act, is upon the express condition that said 
Edgefield territory annexed shall be forever exempt from r^^d to^NlsS 
all liability for the payment of any and all of Nashville^s^"®'^**®^** 
bonded and other indebtedness and liabilities incurred up 
to October 1, 1879, and existing at the time of the pass- 
age of this Act; and further, that Edgefield's bonded 
and other indebtedness shall not become a charge upon 
Nashville property, but that the same shall be a charge 
solely and alone upon the property located in Edgefield — 
that is to say, the territory hereby annexed to the city of 
Nashville, and lying upon the east side of the Cumber- 
land river, shall never be made liable for or taxed for 
the payment of any of the city of Nashville's existing 
debts, due and to become due, and likewise, Nashville's 
property, located upon the west side of said river, shall 
not be taxed to pay the existing debts of the city of 
Edgefield, or any portion thereof, but each to bear its own 
respectively. 

Sec. 4. Be it further evaded, That in order to pay off 
the debts of the said city of Edgefield, and retire her ^.^^ ^^ 
bonds as they mature, it shall be the duty of the Nash- Edgefield's 
ville City Council, in addition to the levy for the public ^^^^' 
schools and for ordinary purposes, as provided by section 

.....y Google 
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19 of the city of Nashville's amended charter, passed 
March 17, 1876, to levy a special tax of not exceeding 
one*half of one per cent, on all taxable property of the 
said annexed territory, which shall be applied solely to 
the payment of the debts of the corporation of Edgefield, 
existing at the time of the passage of this Act, and said 
levy shall be made annually until all said debts are paid. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That the Nashville City 
New ward Council shall divide oif said annexed territory into three 
wards, to be known as the Eleventh, Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth wards of the city of Nashville, and that the said 
City Council shall direct the City Marshal to hold an 
election in each of said Eleventh, Twelfth and Thirteenth 
wards for the election of one Alderman and two Coun- 
oilmen from each ward, who shall hold their offices until 
the next charter election of the city of Nashville, to be 
held on the last Saturday in September, 1880, at which 
Election of election Aldermen and Councilmen shall be chosen for 
said new wards in accordance with the provisions of 
section 5 of an Act passed by the General Assembly of 
the State on the 17th day of March, 1875, entitled an 
Act to provide for the increase aud diminution of the 
powers of municipal corporations having a population of 
not less than twenty thousand nor more than forty thou- 
sand inhabitants. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the said City Coun- 
cil of Nashville shall have the power, should occasion 
hereafter require, to redistrict said annexed territory, but 
not with less than three wards. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That the Mayor and 
City Council of Nashville shall have the power, and it is 
hereby made its duty, to levy and collect a sufficient 
Bridge tax amount of taxes in such manner as they may deem proper 
to be kept separate and apart from all other taxes of said 
city, to be denominated "the bridge tax," and to be 
used for the purpose of purchasing or otherwise obtain- 
ing the right of way, and of building and keeping in 
repair, or of purchasing and keeping in repair, a good, 
substantial bridge across the Cumberland river, at some 
convenient point between the present city of Edgefield 
and the city of Nashville, which shall at all times be 
free to all persons, vehicles and stock that may pass over 
the same. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That the provisions of 

Annexation this Act shall not be enforced until the proposition of 

the votwrl ^ annexation of said Edgefield and adjoining territory shall 

have been submitted to the voters of the said territory of 
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Edgefield, and a majority of the said voters voting at 
said election shall have voted in favor of the same, and 
to the voters of the city of Nashville, and a majority of 
said voters voting at said election shall have voted in 
favor of the same, and it shall be the duty of the Mayors 
of the cities of Nashville and Edgefield, respectively, 
within ten days after the passage of this Act, to issue 
their proclamations orderiner an election to be held in Time of ei8c- 
each ward of said cities of Edgefield and Nashville for ^^^' 
that purpose, said election to be held on the first Satur- 
day in February, 1880.

Act, and those voting for the annexation of the same 
shall have written or printed on their tickets the word

Sec 10. JBe it further enacted, That it shall be the duty 
of the Mayors of the cities of Nashville and Edgefield - 
respectively, to appoint judges and clerks of said election, i>^ties of th© 
who shall make returns of said election to said Mayors, ding elections^ 
and it shall be their duty to compare the vote cast in 
said election, and make proclamation as to the result of 
said election as soon as ascertained. 

Sec 11. Be it further enactedy That when the annexa- 
tion of the twp cities of Nashville and Edgefield shall 
have taken place under the provisions of this Act, the EdgeMd's 
City Council of Nashville shall have all the power and powers ^ans- 
authority now conferred by law on the Board of Mayor vUie. 
and Aldermen of Edgefield ; to collect all past and due 
and unpaid taxes, due to said city of Edgefield, which, 
when collected shall be applied to the payment of thQ 
debts of the said city of Edgefield. 

Sec 12. Be it further enacted, That this Act take ef- 
fect from and after its passage, the public welfare requir- 
ing it.

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CHAPTEE III. 

An Act to promote the sanitary interests of the city of Nash- 
ville by annexation of its suburbs. 

Preamble. Whereas, The suburbs of the city of Nashville here- 

inafter annexed and made a part of same, contain a 
thickly settled population of about nine thousand inhab- 
itants, and it appearing that the existence of so large a 
population in the immediate vicinity and surrounding 
said city, not controlled by proper >sanitary municipal 
regulations, materially affect the health of said city, as 
well as the suburbs themselves, therefore, in the end that 
such suburbs may be placed under proper sanitary regu- 
lation : 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Oeneral Assembly oj 
the State of Tennessee, That the territory adjoining the 
city of Nashville, and embraced within the following 
boundaries, be and is hereby annexed to and made a part 
Boundaries of of the corporate limits of said city : Beginning at a point 
nexatfon. ^^'^^ Cumberland river one mile from the present northern 
limit of said city ; from thence in a straight line to the 
intersection of Dame street and a street laid out, but un- 
named, as appears by the maps of the city of Nashville 
and vicinity, drawn by W. F. Foster, and published by 
the Nashville Board of Health in the year 1879, said un- 
named street being the street immediately north of the 
St. Cecilia Academy property; thence westwardly with 
said unnamed street to its intersection with Webster 
street; thence in a straight line to the intersection of the 
Hyde Ferry turnpike and Salem street, being the street 
which constitutes the west boundary of the Fisk Univer- 
sity property; thence southwardly with said street to 
Hermosa street; thence with Hermosa street to Walnut 
street; thence with Walnut street to Line street; from 
thence in a straight line southwardly to the junction of 
Cumberland street and Boyd avenue; thence with said 
avenue to West End avenue; thence with said avenue to 
the street constituting a portion of the east boundary of 
Vanderbilt University grounds; thence with said street 
iJD the HtUsboro turnpike; thence out said turnpike to 
the street constituting the north boundary of C. A. R. 
Thompston^s lands; thence with said street to its termi- 
nus, and on a straight line to the present extreme south 
line of the city of Nashville; tUence with said line to

•the Nolensville tarnpike; thence out said pike to a point 
two miles from the State Capitol, being the two-mile 
line laid down upon the aforesaid map of W. F. Foster; 
thence with said line to Cumberland river, thence down 
said river to the present corporation line of Nashville, 
4ind from the present northern boundary of Nashville to 
the point of beginning, said territory and its inhabitants 
included in the above boundaries to be and constitute a 
part of the corporate limits an^ corporation of the city 
of Nashville, and be subject to all the laws, rules and 
i*egulations governing the present population and terri- 
tory of said city, or that may hereafter be made ; Pro- 
vided, howeveVf that no part of the territory herein an- 
nexed which is or may be used as farming lands shall be 
liable to municipal taxation of said city, and shall remain 
so exempt until laid off and occupied as city lots ; And 
provided further, that any tract of land containing twenty Farming laads 
(20) acres or more, whether already within the limits of"®**®^**^*^ 
the present corporation, or proposed to be included by 
the provisions of this bill, shall not be taxe^ for corpo- 
ration purposes until a sale or sales of a portion of said 
property has been made by the present owner or owners 
or the property is laid off in lots for sale. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the territory herein 
annexed shall not he subject to municipal taxation for 
the payment of any of the indebtedness of the city of 
Nashville occurring prior to such annexation, and that jj^^ wa,Tds 
five mills of the tax assessment levied upon the lands in- 5*ebt8^Jf N^i- 
cluded in said territory, for the space of five years, shall viiie. 
be set apart as a separate and distinct fund from all 
other funds, and shall be used to make good and perma- 
nent streets in such territory. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That if any of the dis- 
trict school buildings in any civil district whose territory PopUs to con- 
is embraced in the first section of this Act, shall be in- ^JJcT *ofcoolF 
eluded therein, all children who have heretofore been a^^«*«<^- 
entitled to attend said schools, shall be entitled to attend 
the same after said annexation as before ; Provided further, 
that the proposition for annexation shall not be enforced 
until after an election shall be held by the Sheriff of 
Davidson county, on the first Saturday in February, 
1880, after giving ten days notice in one of the Nashville 
newspapers, at the respective voting places in the various 
civil districts whose territory is in part embraced in this „, ^. >

Act, by the qualmed voters within said territory, being arsiirat^mxiex- 
qualified voters for members of the General Assembly, **^°^* 
and if a majority of those voting cast their votes in favor )Ogle

Nashville by said Sheriff, it shall be the duty of said 
Mayor to issue his proclamation, to be published in two 
of the daily newspapers published at Np.shville, declaring 
the said territory embraced in this Act to be part of the 
city of Nashville, as hereinbefore provided. Those vot- 
ing in favor of annexation shall have written or printed 
Form of baUet on their tickets the word " annexation,'^ and those op- 
posed to same shall have written or printed on their tick- 
ets the word " no annexation/'

CHAPTER IV. 

An Act authorizing a conventional rate of interest, not ex* 
ceeding 7 per cent, in certain cases. 

Whereas, The Paducah and Memphis Railroad Com- 
pany made a mortgage on its railroad property and fran- 
chises to secure the payment of its bonds ; and 

Whereas, Said mortgage was afterwards foreclosed, 
and the railroad property and franchises of said com- 
pany purchased at judicial sale by certain persons as 
trustees for the bondholders ; and 

Whereas, The said bondholders, in person, or through 
their authorized agents, entered into an agreement by 
which said trustees were to convey the said railroad prop- 
erty and franchises to a railroad company, to he organ- 
ized under the laws of this State ; and 
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Whereas, It was further agreed that said railroad 
company, when organized, should issue its bonds secured 
by mortgage, bearing seven per cent, interest per annum ; 
and 

Whereas, The Memphis, Paducah and Northern 
Railroad Company was organized and chartered under 
the laws of Tennessee, in pursuance of the terms of said 
agreement; and 

Whereas, At the time said agreement was entered 
into it was lawful in Tennessee to contract in writing for 
the payment of any rate of interest not exceeding ten 
per cent, per annum ; therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the OenercU Assembly of 
the State of Tennessee, That whenever railro#;d companies 
or other corporations or private persons in this State 
shall issue mortgage bonds with coupons attached, pay- 
able annually or semi-annually, such bonds to become seven per oent 
due and payable to bearer in not less than twenty nor ^®**^' ^^•'^' 
more than forty years after the date thereof, it shall be 
lawful for such railroad companies or other corporations 
or private persons to agree and stipulate in the face of 
such bonds for the payment of any rate of interest there- 
on not exceeding seven per cent, per annum ; Provided, fjSJ^ra^s!**'*" 
that the Legislature reserves the right to regulate the 
rates of freight and passage over the lines of all railroads 
in this State accepting the benefits of this Act; And pro- 
vided further, that no railroad company or other corpora- 
tion or private person shall accept the benefits of this 
Act after the first day of January, 1881. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That this Act shall take 
effect from and after its passage, the public welfare re- 
quiring it.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION in regard to the Centennial of 
Middle Tennessee. 

Whereas, The Centennial Anniversary of the settle- 
ment of that part of this State now known as Middle 
Tennessee, on the 24th day of April, 1780, is near at

Whereas, The Tennessee Historical Society and the 
Municipal Authorities of the City of Nashville have in- 
augurated measures looking to the proper celebration of 
the same ; therefore. 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That this Body view the approaching event 
with feelings of deep interest, and heartily commend the 
objects of the proposed celebration to the attention of 
the people of our State, in respect and gratitude to the 
memory of that noble and patriotic band of pioneers, 
men and women, who at the sacrifice of so much blood, 
ease and comfort, laid so broadly and deeply the founda- 
tion of our social, civil and political fabric, and helped 
to rear it to its present magnificent proportions of strength, 
beauty and greatness. 

Be it further resolved. That remembering the grand re- 
sults which have flowed to our whole country from the 
enterprise and valor of the citizens of Tennessee from 
the time of its earliest colonization and settlement — no- 
tably the services rendered to the common country in the 
most trying period of the Revolutionary struggle, and 
again in other wars where their prowess contributed so 
much to the enlargement of the general domain — the 
General Assembly exhorts the people of this State to 
observe the 24th day of April, 1880, as a public holiday, 
refraining from ordinary concerns, in order to give due 
regard to this occasion, and exhibit such tokens of res- 
pect and gratitude as will conduce to the cherishing of 
the memories of our fathers, and an emulation of the 
lofty example they left as our heritage. 

That the Courts in the respect- 
ive counties are hereby requested to take official notice 
of this Centennial of our State on their records ; and in 
order to commemorate passing events, and link them in 
a more enduring way with the future, it is hereby sug- 
gested that they make a small appropriation, if necessary,

to plant, in their respective namen, a native tree, of hardy 
and long-lived nature, in the grounds of the State Capi- 
tol, which will serve as memorials to other centennial 
occasions — Carter county is exhorted to send a block of 
native stone, suitably inscribed, as a memorial of the 
birth-place of Tennessee; Monroe county is requested to 
send a similar stone, commemorative of the site of Fort 
Loudon, the first Anglo-American fortification built ill 
the limits of this State; that Gibson county be requested 
to send a tree from Davy Crockett^s home ; that Greene 
county be requested to send a tree from the home of 
Johnson; and Roane county a tree from the home of 
Sam. Houston. Each county is also urged to have pre- 
pared a succinct history of the events of interest mark- 
ing its settlement and history. 

Be it further resolved. That inasmuch as the Citizens' 
■Centennial Committee of Nashville have taken steps to 
provide means for the proper display of the comparative 
historical and industrial progress of the State, all its cit- 
izens are earnestly requested to contribute such articles 
as will tend to represent, to its fullest extent, the fir«t 
hundred years of its social and commercial growth. 

Be it further resolved, That the Secretary of State be 
instructed to send a copy of these resolutions to the Chair- 
man of each County Court in the State, with the request 
that they be read in open Court.

Whereas, The one hundredth anniversary of the 
battle of King^s Mountain will occur on the 7th day of 
October next, in which the gallant soldiers from Tennes- 
see (then a portion of North Carolina), Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, participated in winning victory; and 

Whereas, It is meet and proper that we should com- 
memorate their gallant deeds, and show to the world that 
we appreciate and cherish the great blessings of civil and 
religious liberty for which our forefathers so nobly 
struggled; therefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
lennessee, That the Governor is hereby requested to com- 
municate with the Governors of North and South Caro- 
lina and Virginia for the purpose of inaugurating a 
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movement to celebrate^ on the grounds^ the anniversary 
aforesaid. 

Besolvedy That should said celebration meet with the 
Approval of the Governors of the aforesaid States^ that 
the Governor of Tennessee shall appoint a committee of 
ten, three from each Grand Division of the State^ and 
-one for the State at large, who shall meet similar com- 
mittees at Charlotte, North Carolina, on the 22d of June, 
1880, for the purpose of making all arrangements neces- 
sary for the celebration of the Centennial of King's 
Mountain.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION appointing a committee i» 
investigate the altering of the Appropriation Bill in regard 
to the Bureau of Agriculture, Statistics and Mines. 

Whereas, It is charged that an Act of the Tennessee 
XiCgislature, at its last regular session, fixing the compen- 
sation and mileage of the Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Statistics and Mines for the two years next ensuing was 
-changed and altered in such way as to seriously cripple ^^j^ 
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this important department in the following manner^ 
to wit : The House by its action fixed said compensation 
and mileage at the same amounts the Commissioner was 
entitled to by an Act of the previous Legislature, and 
voted an appropriation of $1,510 to pay the expenses of 
the Department for three months, that had not been pro- 
vided for previously, in which action the Senate refused 
to concur. The subject was referred to a Committee of 
Conference, who made no further alteration than to order 
that the $1,510 should be paid out of the general appro- 
priation for the Bureau. Now it is believed that after 
such final action of the body, the change was made as 
above recited ; and 

Whereas, Such change, if not the result of accident^ 
was an outrage upon the dignity of the present General 
Assembly, and a reflection upon its intelligence, as well 
as a felonious attempt to defeat its intent and purposes in 
the premises; therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Representatives 
here assembled in extraordinary session, that a committee 
of three from the House, including the Speaker, who 
shall be Chairman, and two from the Senate, shall be ap- 
pointed to investigate the facts, to the end that this body 
shall be vindicated and justice done, and which commit- 
tee shall report through its chairman to the Forty-second 
General Assembly the result of such investigation. 

Be it further resolved, That the committee have power 
to send for persons and papers and administer oaths.
